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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-4, 12-19 and 28-31 are pending in the application. 

2. Applicants' arguments, filed 3/31/06, were found convincing to overcome the 35 
USC 102(b) and 103(a) rejections, issued in the Office Action dated 12/6/05. However, 
new rejections have been issued for all claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 12-19 and 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kaiho et al. {JP 05170687; see English Translation}. 

Kaiho et al. disclose molecular compounds defined by the present claims and 
specifically, a compound having CAS registry number 150371-94-1 (see Tables 1 and 2 
and entire English Translation). 

Claims 1-4, 12-19 and 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Elsaesser et al. {EP 0668540 A1; see English equivalent, US Pat. 
5,753,405}. 

Elsaesser et al. disclose molecular compounds defined by the present claims 
and specifically, compounds having CAS registry numbers 168766-34-5 and 168766- 
38-9 (see US Pat. Cols. 3-4 and phenolic compounds of formulae II and III). 
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Applicants process steps and functional language has not been given any 
patentable weight considering that applicants 1 claims are product claims.
